| TREASURY BILLS . 
NO LONGER PLEDGE: 
PAYMENT IN GOLD 


in Effect on Issue to Be — 
— — 


By the Associated Press. , 
; WASHINGTON, June -2.—An 
amendment to the Treasury regu- 
lations governing the sale of Treas- 
ury bills yesterday discarded the 
promise of the Government ,to re- 
deem them in gold coin of standard 
value. 

Originally the law authorizing the 
sale of Treasury bills to raise short- 
term money required only that the 


bills be paid in lawful money. The 
law required, however, that bonds, 


indebtedness be paid im gold and to 
make the wording uniform in all 
Treasury securities the regulations 
were changed to make the bills pay- 
able in gold. This clause has been 
‘included in the regulations ‘since 
October, 1931, but has never been 
included on the face of the bilis 
themselves.

TOO CRUEL TO WAKE

Answer of Wabash in U. S. Ac- 
tion Over Delay in Shipment 
on Cold Morning. 


Two hundred and thirty hogs, 
which arrived in St. Louis at 5 a.

The Wabash says that to have re- 
leased the hogs in St. Louis would 
have caused them “more suffering, 
injury and depfeciation” than the 
entire journey.

new “social minded code of ethics” 
was coming into this country.

He does not 
expect action along the lines rec- 
ommended in the bill until the 
regular session next January. 

Provisions of Bill, 

The principal provisions in the 
bill penalize the adulterating, the 
false labeling and the false adver- 
tising of foods, drugs and cosmetics 
in interstate commerce. 


The advértisements of a product, | mails. 


according to the bill, must conform 
to the labels on the product. The 
advertising of alleged remedies for 
self-treatment of a long list of dis- 
eases, except in medical journals, 
would be prohibited under the bill, 
The bill would also authorize.the 
Secretary of Agriculture to issue 
permits and inspect plants manu- 
facturing, processing or packing 
any class of.foods, drugs and cos- 
metics distributed in interstate com- 
merce when the injurious nature of 
the product cannot be adequately 
determined after the product has 
entered interstate commerce. 
Under this section if the plant 
operating under a permit failed to 
follow out the regulations of the 
secretary, the permit could be sus- 
pended and the interstate shipment 
of goods could be stopped. 
“Definition of “Misbranding.” 
In general, the bill provides that 
a product is misbranded “if its la- 
beling is in any particular false, or 
by ambiguity or inference creates a 
misleading impression regarding 
any food, drug or cosmetic.” 
In referring to drugs, the bill 
provides that a product is mis- 
branded “if its labeling bears the

“An advertisement of a food, drug 
or cosmetic,” says the bill, “shall 
be deemed to be false if in any par-. 
ticular it is untrue, or by ambig- 
uity or inferénce creates a mislead- 
ing impression regarding such — 


drug or cosmetic.” 


The bill also provides that ere 
véertisements of drugs must: fol- 
low the’ truthful labels on ‘such 
drugs, even to the extent of stating 
that the palliatives of a disease are 
not: remedies. ' 

Under the penalty section, ‘the 
bill says that no ‘publisher, adver- 
tising agency or radio broadcast 
licensee shall be prosecuted for 
false advertising, if on request 


from the Secretary of Agriculture, 


he furnishes the name and postof- 
fice address of the persons who 
caused him to disseminate the ad- 
vertisements. Likewise, no dealer 
shall be prosecuted if he ‘estab- 
lishes a guaranty or an understand- 
ing from the person supplying the 
goods that new pure food and 
drug reguiations have been fol- 
lowed. .

was reputed to have told foreign 
Government heads that Mr. Roose- 
velit favored sharp cuts in the debts, 
the Arkansas Senator asserted: 

“T merely desire to say that I do 
not believe there is any justification 
for the statement or the implica- 
tion in the statement-of the Sen- 
ator from Indiana that the Presi- 
dent favors the cancelation. of the 
debts or favors a settlement of them 
on the: basis of one-tenth or any- 
thing like that. 

“I should like to say that there 
fis no intention on my part to try 
to define what will be the policy 
of the administration respecting 
debts should an impasse be reached 
‘gelating to their collection. 


» *I have no authority to do that, 


and do not assume to say what rec- 
ommendations, if any, the President 
will make. I do know as a matter 
of fact that the President has not 
sought to compromise the debts— 
that he has not disregarded the ex- 
isting law on the subject.” 

The Indiana Robinson went into 
the debt question after di ing 
a speech in London by Ambassador 
Robert W. Bingham and asserting 
Bingham should be recalled for 
“seeking to overturn the traditional 
policy of the United States against 
foreign entanglements.” 

He recalled that he had protested 
against Bingham when the nomina- 
tion was before the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee on the ground that 
Bingham had made “pro-British” 
statements while abroad in 1927, 
but said he withdrew his objéctions 
when informed Bingham had de- 
nied the statements attributed to 


Tydings Defends Bingham. 
Tyding (Dem.) of Maryland, who

The deposits in the licensed State 
member banks on Dec. 81 amount- 
ed to $9,583,711,000 and those in the 
closed banks were $836,927,000.

« tion will make him to eligible to 
* release next April. 
' Harvey will be 28 when he begins 
his “new life’—when he starts liv- 
ying in freedom the 100 years the 
* courts had decreed he should spend 
“ behind the walls of the State peni- 


. tentiary. 
* Convicted first in 1924, Harvey 
* has received sentences aggregating 
. 145 years. Some of them to run 
. concurrently, but those which run 
+ consecutively three total 110 years. 
‘ For the last nine years he has

ITTLE bespectacled James M. 
L Beck, die-hard Republican Rep-

EMILY BLAIR ADVISES 
WOMEN S10 POLITIOS 


Tells Them They Must Get Out 
in Precincts and Work Up 
Own Following. 


By the Assotiated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 2. — Now 


comes an outstanding figure in the 
suffrage fight to say that women 
are no further—“maybe not as far” 
—in politics than they were 13 
years ago when they got the vote. 

Thus does Emily Newell Blair, 
Joplin, (Mo.) writer, lecturer, and 
Democratic party leader, throw 
down the gauntlet before her sis- 
ters. 

“When we got the vote the men 
were a little afraid of us,” she 
says. “Many of the campaigners 
had promised that women would 
clean up politics. The men thought 
we might. Now they know we 
haven't. 

“There has been no outstanding 
legislation directly traceable to suf- 
frage. However, we did succeed in 
getting Frances Perkins named 
Secretary of Labor and she is a 
distinctly new note in political life. 

“She is not a politician. She has 
devoted her life to public service. 
It is distinctly new in politics when 
political workers—women in this 
case—doing all the work in pre- 
cincts, counties and states urge 
the appointment of a woman not 
politically active.” 

Mrs. Catt’s Advice. 

Women appointed hereafter will 
be increasingly the type who make 
their marks in other walks of jife, 
She approves the 
trend, and says that too many 
women receiving political plums in 
the last 13 years have been anoth- 
er type. 

Mrs. Blair was one of the “bright 
young lieutenants” in the wind-up 
of the wemen’s suffrage fight led 
by Carrie Chapman Catt. She tells 
of the scene when the fight was 
over, and won. The campaigners 
collected around their leader. Their 
objective was removed by winning. 
They felt confused. What was the 
next objective? They turned to 
Mrs. Catt. 

“Now you must go where I can- 
not lead,” she said. 

They asked her what she meant, 
and she told them she could never 
work in partisan politics, and yet 
it was the only field in which wom- 
en could become effective. 

Mrs. Blair took her advice, and 
finally served as vice-chairman of 
the National Democratic party, cer- 
tainly a sanctum sanctorum. Out 
of her experiences she has turned 
writer and lecturer. Her home is 
in Joplin, but she retains actiye 
posts in many organizations that 
take her about the country. 

Beginning in the Precincts. 

She is amusingty frank in her 
advice to other women who want 
at least parity with men politi- 
cians. 

“Politics is not pleasant,” she 
warns. “Start in the neighborhood 
precinct and don’t be afraid of the 
men. You know they trust a lot to 
luck. They wait to see what hap- 
pens and then turn it to their own 
account 

“Women can anticipate them by 
canvassing the precinct, getting 
people signed up for a slate, and 
then going to precinct meetings 
early and filling up all the front 
seats. 

“Now women sneak in and sit 
in the back.. I hear them coming 
out complaining, “But the men did 
not consult us. Of course, not. I 
don’t know men who consult other 
men. 

“There are two ways to be an in- 
fluence in politics. Hither have a 
following of your own, or do the 
bidding of the men.” 

And Mrs. Blair’s facial expression 
at that point indicated plainly that 
she favors the first course. 

“Of course, we can always use 
the woman’s old, indirect. method. 
We can convince the party leaders 
that what we think will be good 
for the country is really good for 
the party. But that is a round 
about way.”

CUT IN PAY OF TEACHERS 


22 Per Cent Reduction Voted by 
East St. Louis Board. 

A pay cut of about 22 per cent 
for teachers, principals and super- 
intendents, excepting first-year 
teachers, was voted last night by 
the East St. Louis School Board. 
The decrease will save $90,000 in 
salaries annually, and will reduce 
the School Board tax levy from 
$2.31 to about $2.06 for each $100 
valuation for 1934, About 430 
teachers and school heads will be 


affected. 

The maximum high school teach- 
er’s pay is $3250 and the maximum 
grade school pay $2250 annually. 
An annual increase of $5 monthly 
for each year’s service was discon-

FEDERAL FUNDS PAY THIRD 
OF RELIEF COSTS IN STATES 


U. 8S. Director Notifies Governors 
of Distribution Figures for Jan- 
and February. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Harry 

L. Hopkins, relief administrator, 
yesterday telegraphed Governors of 
states to which funds have been 
allotted that these funds represent 
one-third of the expenditures of 
each state from public funds for 
January and February. . 
He also outlined in the telegram 
the purposes for which the money 
may be used. These uses are as 
follows: 

Payment of wages in cash or 
supplies on work relief to persons 
whose need has been properly es 
tablished; purchase of commodities 
which are properly a part of direct 
relief for the unemployed, and for 
payment of general administration 
costs except the rental of local and 
state administration headquarters 
and salaries of public officials as- 
signed to relief work and relief 
workers not under direct super- 
vision of a public relief official. 

He ruled that the money may not 
be used for hospitalization, care of 
dependent children in institutions 
or boarding homes, institutional 
care of any kind or pension and 
welfare activities normally carried 
on by state and local political sub- 
divisions.

Basil is a favorite seasoning for 
soups and stews, and for tomato 
dishes, especially macaroni with to- 
matoes and cheese. Italian cooks 
use it also in bean soup. 

Sesame (or bene) seed for cook- 
ies, poppy seeds for rolls. Tender, 
spring nasturtium stems and leaves 
for salads, with the bright petals 
for decoration. .Rose geranium 
leaves for the bottom of your cake 
pan, lemon verbena and rose ge- 
ranium for jellies—especially apple 
jelly. These are the more familiar 
uses of these plants. They con- 
tribute so much to the variety of 
commonplace food that they well 
repay the exertion and the slight 
cost of a bit of gardening, even if 
only around the doorstep or in a 
window box. 

Among the commonplace dishes 
that gain new zest if seasoned with 
herbs are tomato soup, vegetable 
soup, eggs and omelets, rice, fish, 
meat balls, veal or lamb stew, cot- 
tage cheese. Which herbs to use, 
and the proportions of each, are 
largely a matter of individual 
taste, but one secret is never to use 
too much. The flavor should be 
delicate.

being encouraged at home to follow 
his intellectual interests through 
reading and experimentation or in 
the pursuit of hobbies he loses tie 
power to make the best use of his 
native abilities.
